WE MUST RE STRONG 
A new and sorter Russian attitude toward 
tho west Is bclnfi predicted by students of 
Soviet foreign policy, A dispatch Irom Paris 
quotes these observers' opinion that there will 
be gestures to ease the tension in Europe 
ao that the kremlln may rIvc its attention 
to the growing turmoil In Asia. 

Tho first slpn of the new attitude, says the 
dispatch, was the Ru-islan press" exploitation 
of a rumor that President Truman might 
meet with Premier Stalin. This is the ma- 
neuver that Secretary of State Marshall 
labeled as propaganda designed to weaken 
tho UnJteff Slate.'i' pasillon. 

If more such maneuvers arc coming up, 
what will our government do? Will it meet 
conciliation with added flrmnes.!? Will It 
give as much attention and money to tho 
east as it has to Europe, If ItiLwia's aid to 
Astatic communl.'?ts Is Increa.-iPd and ex- 
tended? Will It dlsmi-ss all peace feelers M 
propaganda, or will it Investigate them for 
any sincere desire of the kremlln to back 
down? 

These questions are delicate as well as Im- 
portant. Their answers will need all the in- 
side Information on Russian policy that can 
be assembled, plus a good deal of inevitable 
guessing and gambling. 

Our policy first erred on the side of soft- 
ness. Its forgivable mistake was assuming 
that the Russian leaders would be as reason- 
ably honest,- tnt.itworthy and agreeable as 
they were when their nation's existence was 
In danger. 

Then the American attitude changed to one 
of strength. And It has grown stronger. We 
have backed attitude with action, launched 
the Marshall plan, thwarted the Berlin 
blockade, and vefy nearly stopped the ad- 
vance of Russian aggression In Europe since 
the fall of Czechoslovakia. 

The purpo.se of this firm policy Is to build 
and maintain a free world strong enough 
to discourage the bloody, grandiose project 
of world revolution. 

Tho United States does not want or Intend 
to atart a fight with the 'bullying Russian 
government. But It must convince that gov- 
ernment that the American people are strong 
enough to lick it. 

. Some, day the Jrremlln will have to admit 
the facts that our policy of firmness is mak- 
ing clear. It will have to admit that further 
oggresslon and Interference can only end In 

, war, and that war can only end in tho de- 
feat of Russia and the destruction of its com- 
tnunLst government. 

That admission will undoubtedly be ac- 
companied by a lot of pious or pugnacious 
lace-savlng. Tlie kremlln's wlinngne.-ia to 
bock down win be hard to recognize. Only 
■when our government is sure that It has tho 

i upper hand can It commence negotiations to 
, replace tho present ho-itlllty of the cold war 
with some less cxpla-slvc form of internation- 
al relations. 

But before any such negotiations are begun 
wo must be convinced that we have no vul- 
nerable Kpots, no potential Pearl Harbors. 
For the sober fact Is that, so long as com- 
munism rules Ru.ssia, we may never asKiime 
that hope and plan of world communism have 
been abandoned. We may never trust tho 
present Russian leadership as we would o 
normally responsible government. That is 
not a pleasant prospect. But unpleasant 
realism is far better than disastrous de- 
lusions. 



TOWARD UNITY IN UNIFICATION 
Defense Secretary Forrestal has ordered 
the three armed services to thrash out their 
differences on legislation in his office in- 
itead of running to congress with them. 
That's a groat Idea if he can make it work, 
and should do a lot to bring more real unity 
into the unification program. 

But nothing in the Forrestal order prevents 
a congrcs.slonal committee from subpoenaing 
an officer of any of the three branches to 
testify m favor of a pet theory which he 
shares with a committee member. 

We hope, then, that congress will go along 
with the excellent .<;plrit ot the secretary's de- 
cision and help to advance the Idea that bet- 
ter national defense, not the promotion of 
one service, Is the goal and purpo-se of uni- 
fication.
